with Arthur he draws in his anger upon his al 


false friend, only, however, to leave him 
living that at the sudden call of duty he may 
depart with his knights to fight the invaders 
his realm. Sir Mordred, in the King’s 
absence,giving out that Arthur has been slain 
in the ensuing battle, successfully asserts his 
own claim as suceessor to the throne, and 
tempts the widowed Guinevere to become his 
wife. His offer rejected with ecorn, the vindic- 
tive Mordred before his Court insidiously de- 
nounces Guinevere for her treachery to 
Arthur and condemns ber to the stake and 
faggot unless a champion of her cause ap- 
pears.
